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VANDALS DRAIN 
THEATRE FUNDS

VANDALS have attacked the 
former Dudley Hippodrome 
building forcing campaigners 
to hire security guards to pa¬ 
trol the Castle Hill landmark. 

The vandalism has come as a major 
blow to campaigners who are current¬ 
ly raising money to restore the site to 
its former glory, under the new name 
Black Country Hippodrome. 

They warn that the vandals could put the 
project behind schedule because resources and 
money is being spent on tackling the problem. 

Paul Collins, chairman of Black Country 
Hippodrome Limited, which took on a five- 
year lease of the building a year ago, said: “We 
are working to bring this theatre back for the 
whole community.” 

But the group revealed they had been work¬ 
ing to tackle bouts of vandalism since they took 
on the lease from Dud¬ 
ley Council and have 
decided to take on se¬ 
curity guards to patrol 
the empty building. 

Mr Collins ex¬ 
plained: “It appeared 
to be a regular thing. It 
seemed that they had 
broken in through the 
fire escapes with golf 
clubs and smashed the 
suspended ceilings.” 
Vandalism in the theatre As well as damage, 
graffiti had been left at 
the site. Among the messages left included ‘RIP 
Laurel and Hardy’ - a reference to the comic 
duo who performed at the theatre in its heyday. 

The company was given a lease of the site, 
which the previous council administration was 
considering bulldozing, last December with the 
aims of having the Hippodrome restored and 
back open by 2021 as a venue. 

The Hippodrome was built in 1938 and con¬ 
tinued as theatre until 1964, then operated as a 
cinema and finally as a bingo hall before closing 
in 2009. Alongside providing security, the com¬ 
pany has purchased insurance for the building. 
No one without the correct protective clothing 
is supposed to enter due to concern about pos¬ 
sible asbestos. 

The campaigners are hoping to extend their 
lease but their hopes recently took a blow when 
it was revealed that Dudley College may be in¬ 
terested in the site for a new-build project if the 
theatre venture fails.

TRANSIT SITE 

Travellers camp 
locations shortlist 
‘to spark anger’ 

A SHORTLIST of locations for a travel¬ 
lers’ holding camp in Dudley has been re¬ 
vealed with four of the ten potential sites 
being in Lye and three in Coseley. 

Councillors warn it could spark a back¬ 
lash from worried residents. 

The shortlist, ranked in order of the 
most likely sites to be used are: Budden 
Road, Coseley; Bott Lane, Lye; the for¬ 
mer Helix Factory, Bott Lane, Lye; Webb 
Street, Coseley; Blowers Green Road, 
Dudley; Thorns Road, Lye; Fountain 
Lane/Budden Road, Coseley; Clinic Drive 
in Lye; Delph Lane, Withymoor; and The 
Straits, Gornal. 

Coseley East ward councillor Melvyn 
Mottram said: “A transit site in Coseley 
will cause a backlash and anger from resi¬ 
dents and quite rightly too.” 

Council leader Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley, said: “I understand the identification 
of a proposed site may cause concern 
among residents, so we will be holding 
events in the community to explain why 
the site is required. 

“But I do feel that due to the increasing 
number of incursions over recent years, 
we really do need to do something now to 
stop so many of our parks and open spaces 
being targeted by travellers.” 

Figures show 56 traveller incursions in 
the past three years costing £450,000 in 
clean-up and eviction costs.

Children’s home 
plan withdrawn 

AN application for a house to be turned 
into a children’s care home in Dudley has 
been withdrawn. 

Dozens of objections were received from 
properties in Wistmans Close at Milking 
Bank citing concerns over parking and 
noise. The home would have accommo¬ 
dated up to four children under the age of 
18, who need ‘care and guidance’.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a for¬ 
mer Mayor of Dudley. Patricia Martin, 
known as Pat, was a former councillor 
for Amblecote and also an honorary al¬ 
derman. 

Mrs Martin was rare in that she had 
also served as mayor in a different part 
of the country. She was on North Bed¬ 
fordshire Borough Council from 1974 
to 1983, and was Mayor of Kempson in 
Bedfordshire for two consecutive years. 

A teacher, she had gone on to work 
as deputy headmistress at an English 
speaking school on Spain’s Atlantic is¬ 
land of Gran Canaria until her retire¬ 


ment and move to Stourbridge. In 2000 
she was elected to Dudley Council where 
she served representing Amblecote until 
she stepped down in 2015. Colleagues 
described her as enthusiastic, compas¬ 
sionate and someone who worked tire¬ 
lessly for her constituents. 

Mrs Martin was elected Mayor of 
Dudley for 2009/10, having been deputy 
previously. Her late husband Bill, for 
whom Pat cared later in life, enjoyed 
his role as Mayor’s consort and the two 
were devoted to one another. 

Pat also served on the council cabinet 
as lead member for personnel, legal and 


property as well as holding numerous 
key committee memberships during her 
period of local government service. She 
was made an Honorary Alderman of 
Dudley in 2015. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of 
Dudley Council said: “Pat was well liked 
and well-respected across the whole of 
the council chamber. She was intelli¬ 
gent, vocal and had a great sense of hu¬ 
mour. She’d fight for what she believed 
in and you knew she was doing it with 
honesty, integrity and spirit.” 

She is survived by two children from 
her first marriage, Simon and Lyndsey. 


Lorry driver is jailed 
over M6 horror crash 


A LORRY driver from Dudley who 
caused devastating injuries to a 
driver after ploughing into the 
back of his car has been jailed 
for two-and-a-half years. 


Andrew Hallbrook failed to slow 
down approaching a tailback on the 
M6 and smashed into the back of Mar¬ 
tin Brannigan’s Vauxhall Insignia. 

The car was pushed under the trailer of 
a flatbed lorry in front with such force that 
the lorry hit another car and forced it into 
a fifth vehicle. 

Mr Branningan, aged 56, from Sutton 
Coldfield, has been left paralysed from the 
shoulders down following the crash near 
junction 2 of the M6 on March 24. 

Hallbrook, 45, of Donnington Court, 
pleaded guilty to causing serious injury by 
driving dangerously in October. At War-

| he was jailed for two-and-a- 
half years and banned from 
^Bp driving for three years. 

Prosecutor Adam Western 
said that according to colli- 
Hallbrook s i° n expert Dean Spencer, 
Hallbrook was doing 55mph as 
he approached the queue and only braked 
12 metres before the point of impact at 
49mph. Mr Brannigan suffered damage to 
his spinal cord, was in hospital for seven 
months and is now paralysed from the 
shoulders down. 

Hallbrook, who was working for an 
agency and had not driven that vehicle 
before, claimed he had been momentarily 
blinded by the sun and he had reached for 
the sun visor before suddenly realising 
the vehicles ahead had braked. But his ac¬ 
count was not supported by the other truck 
driver or the accident investigator. 

Mr Brannigan, an engineer, married 
with two children, said: “My injuries mean 
I will never walk again, which is devastat¬ 
ing to me and to my family.” His wife Julie 
added: “Every ounce of his dignity is taken 
away.” 

Earl Pinnock, defending, said Hallbrook, 
had spent 25 years as a carer.

DON’T feed the birds - that’s the plea 
from Dudley Council, which says flocks 
of pooping pigeons are ruining the 
town’s Market Place. 

The local authority will start with a 
softly-softly approach by putting up 
signs simply asking residents not to feed 
the pigeons. Among the affected land¬ 
marks is the statue of Dudley-born foot¬ 
balling legend Duncan Edwards and the 
Earl of Dudley fountain in Market Place. 

Councillor Ian Kettle, cabinet member 
for planning and economic development, 
said: “In recent years millions of pounds 
have been spent on transforming Dudley 
market place and restoring many of the 
town’s historic buildings and Grade IP 
listed fountain. We take pride in what’s 
been achieved but pigeon droppings 
could potentially damage stonework on 
some of our key landmarks. 

“Although we have introduced an¬ 
ti-pigeon spikes on rooftops and around 
the fountain, pigeons continue to pose a 
problem. Unless we take action to deter 
them, we run the risk of undoing all of 
this positive work. 

“I would ask people to work with us by 
no longer feeding the birds, which will 
encourage them to return to their natu¬ 
ral environment.” 

The council warns that dropping 
food could attract other vermin, posing 
a health hazard, and those responsible 
could be liable for a littering fine.

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Parts of the 
Himlev Hall 
estate could 
be sold off 

PARTS of the historic Himley Hall es¬ 
tate could be sold off by cash-strapped 
Dudley Council. 

The 180-acre estate - once home to 
the Earls of Dudley - is on a list of 
buildings and land Dudley Council is 
looking at off-loading as it bids to save 
£5.6 million over the next three years. 

The 18th-century Grade II Listed 
Himley House is not in danger of 
being sold as it is a protected heritage 
asset and raises funds for the council 
from weddings and conferences. But 
‘various parts’ of the estate - which 
attracts more than 200,000 visitors a 
year - could be sold. 

The sprawling estate includes the 
Great Pool, a nine-hole golf course, 
cafe and car park, set in 180 acres 
of ‘Capability’ Brown landscape and 
woodland. There are also various out¬ 
buildings. 

Pressure 

Local authority bosses are under 
pressure to balance the books over the 
next few years and need to save £5.6 
million by 2020. 

They will aim to bring money into 
the coffers by selling off buildings and 
land. 

The council said it was possible 
‘nothing could happen’ with the site 
but all options remain on the table. Its 
inclusion on a disposal list, described 
as ‘assets deemed surplus’, suggests 
chiefs would be open to offers. 

Toys R us are to 
shut 26 stores 

TOYS R Us has confirmed it has 
drawn up plans to close at least 26 UK 
stores, putting up to 800 jobs at risk. 

The move will not affect Christmas 
trading and the closures will not take 
place until spring. 

The company employs around 3,350 
people with 100 stores across the UK, 
including branches at Birchley Island 
in Oldbuiy and at Merry Hill shopping 
centre. These are to stay open by the 
Merry Hill store may be ‘downsized’. 
The store at St Andrews Retail Park 
in Birmingham is due to close. 

The company, which has made 
losses in the UK for seven of the last 
eight years, says it needs to transform 
the business. It comes as the toys and 
games chain is under growing pres¬ 
sure as millions of parents buy online.

ISIS quip nearly costs manager her job 


A SENIOR member of staff at a college has narrow¬ 
ly avoided losing her job after she wrote a tongue- 
in-cheek Facebook post about joining terrorist 
group ISIS. 

Claire Millard, curriculum manager for adult 
skills at Dudley College, posted a picture of herself 
in traditional head wear during a work visit to Jai¬ 
pur in India on her personal account. 

When asked by someone on the social media site if 
she had joined ISIS, she responded ‘yep. Allah Akh- 
bar’ alongside a laughing emoji. 

The comment landed Ms Millard in hot water 
with college bosses, who launched disciplinary pro¬ 
ceedings. She was suspended from her role last week 
after the post from the October trip came to light. 


And following a hearing on Friday she received a 
‘serious sanction’. 

Principal Lowell Williams said Ms Millard’s ac¬ 
tions were ‘poorly judged’. 

Several senior members of staff took part in the 
visit to India as part of Dudley College Worldwide, 
a development programme aimed at improving edu¬ 
cation in other countries. 

Mr Williams said: “Claire Millard is an exemplary 
member of staff, who has worked for Dudley College 
for 12 years. 

“Yet three ill-advised words, typed hastily in re¬ 
sponse to a post on her personal Facebook page have 
very nearly cost Claire her job and ended her pro¬ 
ductive career. 


“Unfortunately Claire’s response was hasty and 
poorly judged. It is clear that this comment, par¬ 
ticularly if taken out of context, has the potential 
to offend. At best it is culturally and politically in¬ 
sensitive.” 

He added: “As seen in a number of high-profile 
cases, ill-judged use of social media can have very se¬ 
rious consequences. Claire had no need to post this 
image on her personal Facebook page and should 
not have done so. We have delivered many train¬ 
ing sessions to staff on the appropriate use of social 
media and, of course, have a written policy - but it 
is clear to me that we need to do more.” 

Ms Millard did not respond to a request for com¬ 
ment. 


Dog fouling fines could 
double across borough 


DOG owners who fail to clean up 
after their pets in Dudley borough 
could be fined up to £100, which is 
double the current maximum finan¬ 
cial penalty. 

Council bosses hope tougher penalties 
in a proposed Public Space Protection Or¬ 
der (PSPO) will act as a ‘deterrent’. 

The new order would also stop dogs being 
allowed in children’s play areas, with similar 
punishment for owners caught flouting the 
regulations. 

The maximum fine is currently £50. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: “We 
know from the amount of complaints we get 
that dog fouling remains an emotive issue for a 
lot of residents in the borough, many of them 
dog owners themselves. 

“In the past three years, from April 2014 to 
April this year, Dudley Council received nearly 
1,500 complaints about dog fouling. 

“The local authority has a duty to ensure 
that our public spaces are cleaner, greener and 
safe for all to enjoy. We hope that introducing 
tougher penalties for irresponsible dog owners 
caught not cleaning up after their pets will act 
as a deterrent.” 

Survey 

An online survey has already launched with 
residents given the chance to have their say. 

The consultation will ask four questions. 
These include - whether residents support of¬ 
ficers insisting that dog owners pick up after 
their animals on open land with public access, 
and whether they support fixed penalty notices 
of up to £100. It also asks people if they are 
in favour of insisting dogs are kept out of chil¬ 
dren’s play areas, and whether they support 
penalties of up to £100 for owners who fail to 
remove dogs from a play area when asked. 

The PSPO, if introduced, would replace all 
existing dog control legislation in the borough. 
It lasts for a maximum period of three years, 
after which it can be renewed. A breach of a 
PSPO is an offence punishable by fixed penalty 
notice or prosecution in magistrates’ court. 


Man dies after Netherton house fire 



An investigation is under way after a man died after a house fire in Netherton on Friday 


A MAN died after a blaze broke 
out at a terraced house in Neth¬ 
erton. 

The victim was dragged out of 
the property in Blackbrook Road 
on Friday by firefighters who tried 
to resuscitate him at the scene. 
But the victim, thought to be aged 
in his 40s, was pronounced dead 


shortly afterwards. It is not yet 
known how the fire started and an 
investigation is under way. 

West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman Neil Spencer said: 
“Firefighters went into the prop¬ 
erty wearing breathing apparatus 
and rescued a man from the down¬ 
stairs. The same firefighters tried 


to resuscitate him and unfortu¬ 
nately their efforts were in vain.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice’s Claire Brown said: “The fire 
service found one patient inside 
the property who was in cardiac 
arrest. Sadly, nothing could be 
done to save the patient and they 
were confirmed dead on scene.”

More than 700 peo¬ 
ple have registered for the 2017 run, 
which includes a family fun day. 

Meanwhile, last weekend around 
150 participants took part in a Santa 
Dash around Wolverhampton’s West 
Park in aid of the Sedgley-based Bea¬ 
con Centre for the Blind.

Volunteers 
taking over 
libraries as 
use declines 

FEWER than one in five people are 
using libraries across Dudley. 

Libraries in the borough are used 
by just 18 per cent of people and 
the decline in usage of libraries has 
caused concern among council bosses. 

The day-to-day management of the 
borough’s 13 libraries, as well as Dud¬ 
ley’s archives centre, has been trans¬ 
ferred from the council to volunteers. 

Greenwich Leisure Limited (GLL), 
a charitable social enterprise, has now 
taken over the running of Dudley bor¬ 
ough’s libraries. 

The council said GLL would be 
tasked with ‘introducing innovative 
ways of working to generate income to 
reinvest into the service, update facil¬ 
ities and expand the range of services 
on offer’ at a time when the number 
of people using libraries continues to 
fall. It will also be ‘expected to make 
financial savings for the council with¬ 
out impacting on day-to-day service’. 

Transferred 

All library staff will be transferred 
to the organisation. 

A report revealed the council was 
considering creating ‘community 
access points’, possibly in shops or 
churches, due in part to the fall in 
usage of libraries. 

Labour’s Councillor Ken Finch is 
concerned. He said: “This is what 
happened with community centres. 
They withdrew professional support 
and unfortunately the volunteers 
haven’t got the expertise to run fi¬ 
nance and things like that. Libraries 
are very important to people who use 
them.” 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet 
member responsible for libraries, 
said: “Libraries and archives are a 
fantastic community resource and our 
new partnership with GLL is about 
making sure they stay that way.” 

Chris Symons, Director of Develop¬ 
ment at GLL, said: “We are looking 
forward to bringing our wealth of ex¬ 
perience in libraries management to 
Dudley to improve the service for local 
residents and increase footfall.” 

Park runners are 
helping charities 

ORGANISERS at Dudley Parkrun 
have made donations to Mary Stevens 
Hospice and Russells Hall Hospital 
Georgina Unit after setting up a char¬ 
ity coffee shop. The volunteers run¬ 
ning the free weekly run have been 
setting up a pop-up coffee shop every 
Saturday in recent months, which has 
raised hundreds of pounds for local 
causes.

Millions are 
raked in by 
charging 
for parking 

ALMOST £5 million in profit was 
raked in from parking charges during 
2016-17 across the Black Country and 
Staffordshire, marking an increase of 
almost five per cent on the previous 
year. 

The figures, which were compiled 
by the RAC, represent income from 
parking charges and penalty notices 
with running costs deducted. They 
showed the four Black Country au¬ 
thorities and four Staffordshire coun¬ 
cils brought in £4.99m over the last 
year, up from £4.75m the year before. 

Wolverhampton had the highest 
total in the region, £1.4 million in 
2016-17, although that amount was 
£474,000 down on last year. 

Lichfield recorded a surplus of 
£1.18m, a slight increase on the pre¬ 
vious year, while Walsall Council 
profited to the tune of £492,000 - an 
increase of 192 per cent on 2015-16. 
In Dudley, the local authority made 
£435,000 profit, up 14.8 per cent, 
and Sandwell Council brought in 
£430,000, a rise of 35 per cent. South 
Staffordshire District Council saw a 
£75,000 drop in parking charges over 
the last year. 

Across England, councils generated 
£819m from parking fees and fines in 
2016-17, an increase of 10 per cent on 
the previous year. The Local Govern¬ 
ment Association said parking charge 
surpluses were spent on ‘essential 
transport projects’. 

Funding boost for 
emergency centre 

HOSPITAL chiefs in Dudley have 
welcomed an announcement they will 
be awarded funding for a new emer¬ 
gency treatment centre. 

It was revealed in the Budget that 
Russells Hall Hospital would get a 
portion of a £2.6 billion pot for health¬ 
care. The cash will be spent on the 
centre which is currently being built 
next to the accident and emergency 
department 

Bosses hope it will help to ease the 
pressure on A&E, which has struggled 
to meet waiting times.. 

Diane Wake, chief executive at the 
Dudley Group NHS Trust, said: “We 
are delighted by the news that we are 
to receive funding for our new £2.7 
million emergency treatment centre 
at Russells Hall Hospital.”

Violent thief was 



Kenny Field - jailed 


A VIOLENT robber who knocked a pen¬ 
sioner unconscious has been jailed for 
more than five years after being tracked 
down to Stourbridge 
Kenny Field, of Crambourne Close, Ru- 
bery, punched the 72-year-old man in the 
head more than 20 times in an unprovoked 
6am attack on Redhill Road, West Heath, 
Birmingham. The pensioner was left with 
a fractured eye socket. 

It came after Field had already smashed 
another resident’s window in nearby For- 
rell Grove, West Heath, the same morning. 

The 31-year-old thug fled with only a 
torch following the robbery on January

19 and was identified as the prime suspect 
following a trawl of CCTV coverage in the 
area. 

He moved out of Birmingham to try to 
avoid being caught but officers tracked him 
down to an address in Hob Green Road, 
Stourbridge, where he was arrested. 

Field was convicted of robbery and crim¬ 
inal damage at Birmingham Crown Court. 
He was also found to be in breach of a re¬ 
straining order and sentenced to a total of 
five-and-a-half years imprisonment. 

Detective Constable Paul Jauncey, from 
Force CID, said: “This was a needlessly 
violent attack which left the victim with 


sickening head injuries. It was a relentless 
and cowardly assault by Field who tried to 
avoid justice by fleeing the area. 

“However, through diligent detective 
work we were able to track him down.” 

DC Jauncey added: “Field refused to give 
a reason for the attack and only responded 
with ‘no comment’ answers during his po¬ 
lice interview. 

“It is not just the physical but psycholog¬ 
ical damage such an assault can cause and 
Field will now have plenty of time to reflect 
on his cowardly actions now his freedom 
has been removed.” 


Gang of raiders jailed 
after robbery at shop 


MEMBERS of a gang responsible 
for a terrifying shop raid in Dudley 
have been locked up. 

The four thugs burst into the Super Stop 
shop in Priory Road, Dudley, armed with an 
axe, a metal spirit level and a wooden stave on 
May 12, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The spirit level was slammed down with 
such force by one of the masked raiders that it 
carved a three inch groove in the counter, re¬ 
vealed Mr Jonathan Barker, prosecuting. Two 
other gang members started loading a holdall 
with cigarettes, cash and alcohol. 

The thieves snatched a handbag belonging to 
the owner’s niece, who was about to go on hol¬ 
iday. It was thrown to Aiden Jenkins, the only 
robber not masked, who was acting as look-out. 
He removed her £1,000 holiday money and the 
key fob for her car. 

The gang escaped in a Citroen Picasso with¬ 
out number plates that was found dumped in a 
car park close to Wellington Road, where some 
had changed their clothes. 

They got into a taxi but had been spotted by 
witnesses and the cab was surrounded by police 
cars, explained Mr Barker. 

Brad Arnold dropped the stolen car key fob 
as Lee Pritchard tried to hide the cash. 

Justice 

An ice axe, face coverings and gloves were 
found in a ruck sack. Stolen alcohol and ciga¬ 
rettes were also recovered. 

Judge Simon Ward told the defendants: “You 
had a range of weapons and a planned exit. It 
almost worked but, luckily for justice, it did 
not.” 

Father-of-one Arnold, aged 20, from Beech- 
wood Road, Kates Hill, and Kyle Dingley, 19, 
of Victoria Road, Cradley Heath, both admitted 
robbery and possession of a bladed article. Both 
were jailed for six years and nine months. 

Jenkins, 20, from Hilary Drive, Warstones, 
and Lee Pritchard, 24, of Gloucester Road, 
Netherton, were both convicted of the two of¬ 
fences after trial. They were sentenced to seven 
years detention and ten years jail respectively.

The dinosaurs would be shipped 
from China and would be similar 


to those which featured at Juras¬ 
sic Kingdom, which visited Bir¬ 
mingham Botanical Gardens in 
the summer. 

Sarah Fellows, heritage activ¬ 
ities officer, said: “We came up 
with the idea of a dinosaur exhibi¬ 
tion as it links in with the heritage 
of the limestone caves.”

Two new sets of traffic lights were 
put up on High Street, at the junc¬ 
tions with High Oak and Tansey 
Green Road, to ease congestion this 
week and make it safer for turning 
traffic. High Street was being widened 
to two lanes.

Mr Gill, who was known as Liggy, 
vanished on October 6, sparking a na¬ 
tionwide campaign to find him.

NEW figures revealing how much mon¬ 
ey local councils make from car parking 
charges make fascinating reading. 

Dudley Council took £435,000 last 
year, Sandwell Council £430,000, Wal¬ 
sall £492,000 and Wolverhampton £1.4 
million. Sounds a lot but look at it anoth¬ 
er way. The figures amount to £1.40 per 
head per year in Dudley and Sandwell, 
about £1.80 a year in Walsall and about 
£5.50 in Wolverhampton. Given the 
choice, I’m sure most people would 
sooner pay an extra couple of quid a year 
on the council tax than have to fiddle with 
a pay-and-display meter every time they 
go shopping, and stress over whether 
their ticket will expire before the baddie 
in the silly uniform comes round to dish 
out the fines. 

The £435,000 Dudley made is also lit¬ 
tle more than a seventh of the money the 
council spent on the questionable market 
place refurbishment a few years ago.

There is a tiny theological prob¬ 
lem here, namely that Jesus repeatedly refers to 
God as male. I haven’t counted this myself but I 
am told in John’s Gospel alone, Jesus calls God 
“Father” no fewer than 156 times, which seems 
pretty conclusive. Still, when the gender-police 
are in full cry, who would dare to suggest that 
the New Testament might be gospel? 


AM I hopelessly out of touch, or am I right in 
thinking that the vast majority of the Great Brit¬ 
ish Public don’t give a flying fig about Meghan 
Markle being mixed-race? We have surely 
moved on from all this. We may not yet be the 
ultimate colour-blind society but we are getting 
there. So what possible motive lies behind an 
outburst such as this, from the Guardian, that 
greeted Monday’s engagement announcement: 
“From Victoria and Abdul to Harry and Meghan 
Markle, our society is still obsessed with ‘purity’ 
and is shocked that a royal could marry a per- 


YOU can get away with being paid £486,000 
a year if you work in a bank or stock exchange 
where everybody else earns £486,000. You 
will stride together in one vast, elevated herd, 
like giraffes on the savannah. However, if you 
are earning £486,000 and everyone around 
you earns a tiny fraction of that amount, you 
become like one isolated giraffe in a herd of 
snappy little mongooses (mongeese?). Even¬ 
tually, the little creatures will gang up on you, 
bite your ankles and bring you crashing down. 
Dame Glynis Breakwell has quit as vice-chan¬

DICKENSIAN, screened over the last festive 
period, was probably the second-best costume 
drama the BBC has ever made. Its only flaw 
was to be shown in brief 30-minute episodes 
which hardly gave you time to settle down with 
a glass of porter and a muffin to enjoy the Vic¬ 
torian ambience. Netflix is now reshowing the 
series but has edited them into chunky and very 
satisfying one-hour episodes. Excellent.

Just one 
tweet away 
from the 
vilest abuse 

THE internet has transformed society 
since we said farewell to the 20th century, 
but at what cost? 

Has social media made Britain a more 
cohesive country? Have we entered a 
new golden age where reunited friends 
and digitally connected communities 
work for the common good? 

Or have we plummeted into a new dark 
age inhabited by hate-filled trolls, Z-list 
bloggers and clickbait content that ap¬ 
peals to the darker impulses. 

If you use social media you are only 
ever one ill-judged Tweet away from a 
torrent of hate from those who seek the 
slightest pretext, usually an expression of 
opinion they do not agree with, to spew 
out the vilest abuse and threats. 

Pornography has become easily avail¬ 
able and degraded many. Yes, there are 
parental controls, but any curious kid can 
get round those and it only takes one in a 
peer group to show such images to their 
mates. It’s actually changed the main¬ 
stream, so programmes like Love Island 
can flourish and some think it’s actually 
funny to buy their pre-teen daughter a 
T-shirt with the slogan Future Porn Star. 

The new Wiki-world offering a wealth of 
free information was supposed to make 
us better informed but instead many 
seem content to live in a bubble, only lis¬ 
tening to views that chime with their own 
opinions and prejudices. 

Meanwhile, the Tweeter in chief, a 
self-promoting self-obsessed New York 
property developer whose brand was 
enhanced by a reality TV show, has been 
propelled into the White House by a wave 
of hyperlinked hyperbole - allegedly with 
the help of considerable social media 
manipulation from the Kremlin. Trump is 
the ultimate icon of this new age of nar¬ 
cissism. 

Take a look around... families sat at 
dinner tables staring at their phones rath¬ 
er than speaking to each other, people 
apparently talking to themselves whilst 
walking down the street, even having an¬ 
imated loud arguments with people who 
are not physically present. It looks weird 
because it is weird. 

Meanwhile, the internet giants get rich¬ 
er by stealing your information, dodging 
taxes and siphoning away revenue from 
traditional media (including local news¬ 
papers). 

I know you can’t put the digital genie 
back in the bottle but we’ve got to con¬ 
sider where this is taking us before Trump 
is trumped by something even more dan¬ 
gerous.

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Trains would be more useful than trams 


COUNCILLORPATRICK Harley, lead¬ 
er of Dudley Council, said: “This is a 
real game changer for Dudley - the 
Metro is vital to the town and the bor¬ 
ough’s economy.” 

It is indeed a game changer to 
put slow ‘bus on rails’ trams on the 
UK’s last remaining, unused with 
‘everything is there bar the trains’ 
principal main line railway. 

Such stupidity has never been even 
attempted anywhere else in the world! 

Millions to dig up the roads to move 
the cables and pipes before the tram 
tracks can be laid - to a ghost town on 
top of the hill. 

Returning the trains to the UK’s 
last, half completed, main line railway, 


linked to electric buses (not trams), 
would be more fiscally responsible, 
quicker to achieve and help many more 
people. 

Dudley town centre has moved to 
Castle Gate - exactly where the much- 
needed main line railway station sits - 
with the innovation centre soon to be 
put on top. This is the only feasible site 
for the railway station. Yet more road 
and railway congestion as another sta¬ 
tion bites the dust! 

The UK lacks capacity on its rail¬ 
way network because the thoughtless 
and inept transport bosses have been 
spending decades turning them into 
roads, for retail, housing estates and 
industrial units. Since the 1990s, even 


putting trams on 20kms to destroy 
3kms of urban double track railway 
line and one of Wolverhampton’s main 
line stations! 

Our stupid transport bosses and 
planners have been doing the equiva¬ 
lent of putting London Underground 
trains on the London to Paris HS1 line!

T here’s Cinderella and Jack 
and the Beanstalk. And 
there’s Peter Pan and Snow 
White. But those looking 
for something different 
for the festive season can 
head to Birmingham’s REP, which is 
producing a unique version of The 101 
Dalmatians. 

Dalmatians Pongo and Missis enjoy an idyllic life with 
their humans, Mr and Mrs Dearly. Then one day, the 
house is filled with the patter of tiny paws when Missis 
gives birth to a litter of adorable puppies. But just as the 
Dearlys get used to their new housemates, the puppies 
mysteriously vanish. 

With the help of the canine community and an Old 
English Sheepdog, Pongo and Missis set out on an 
adventure to find the missing puppies. Their quest leads 
them to the vicious Cruella de Vil. She hates dogs but 
loves fur coats and has set her sights on a certain black 
and white spotty pattern. Will the animals be able to get 
home safely in time for Christmas? 

The new adaptation of Dodie Smith’s delightful 1956 
novel is the perfect festive treat and has been brilliantly 
transformed for the stage by Debbie Isitt, the writer and 
director of the hugely popular Nativity! films. 

Tessa Walker has returned to direct the family favourite 
following her record-breaking 2015 production, The Lion, 
The Witch And The Wardrobe. 

Gloria Onitiri, who plays Cruella, says audiences are in 
for a treat. The show opened at the end of November and 
will run until January 13. 

“It’s great. It’s a real story, it’s not just a fantasy panto, 
and it’s based on a real piece of literature with lots of 
depth. People can expect a bit of a spectacle with plenty 
of morality and right and wrong. It’s great.” 

EXCITING 

Though the production is avowedly not a panto a few 
Christmas rules hold dear - first among them, that such 
shows only work when there’s a great cast. 

Gloria says: “Yes, we’ve got a ridiculously talented 
group of people on stage. It’s a multi-faceted and diverse 
cast with puppeteers, musicians who play multiple 
instruments as well as great singers, dancers and actors. 
It’s exciting. Without having to use lots of pyrotechnics 
- we don’t have to ‘Baz Luhrmann’ it - we’ve created a 
genuine spectacle.” 

The dogs aren’t real. Of course. Though Hollywood 
movie makers might be able to train 101 Dalmatians, the 
REP’s production features an assortment of puppets. 

Gloria laughs. “I think when I got cast if I’d have 
been told it was real dogs, I’d have said no. But the 
puppeteering works really well.” 

The actress, who has previously featured on TV’s 
Doctors, Spamalot, Grass, Porgy and Bess and Bad Girls, 
enjoys playing the show’s villain. 

“Everybody knows the Disney version, but the great 
thing about Cruella is that she’s human. She’s had a 
whole life. So I’ve had to work out where she’s come from 
and why she feels the way she does and why she is so 
mean and awful. What’s she hiding underneath it all? 

“For me, any character you play, you need to do that 
with. You need a 3D character. I like people who are 
challenging. Everyone else would say she’s mad and 
she’s mean - I would say she’s challenging.” 

Gloria has enjoyed a fascinating career in which she’s 
featured in everything from Jack and the Beanstalk to 
Taming of The Shrew and The Tempest. There have 
been plenty of classics - but she’s mixed those with 
productions like The Lion King at The Lyceum. 

“I don’t think it’s just because of the dice. I think the 
diversity has been because I sing as well. I just love a 
good story, whatever is there in front of me, I’ll do it. I 
also think that by keeping myself as broad as I possibly 
can, my skills grow. It’s about longevity and keeping my 
options open. 

“I’m obsessed with language. I studied English at

university and I’m obsessed with the root of things 
and how stories have changed, not just from English 
culture, but from all cultures. I’ve enjoyed Shakespeare 
- Shakespeare is the mothership. I featured at The 
Globe in Taming of the Shrew, which was phenomenal. 
There’s a tradition that you have to wake up the stage 
before you start a show and we did a bit of drumming 
and all sorts and stood in the famous King’s spot. It was 
the first time my cast had been on the stage and I burst 
into tears because it was so powerful and emotional. It 
just happened. I did not will it. It is an emotional space. 
There are parts of the stage you can do a speech and feel 
comedy will work.” 

Gloria is glad to be back home for 101 Dalmatians. She 
studied at University in Birmingham, leaving in 2006 and 
being too busy to return. “It’s like visiting an old relative. 
I’ve felt wonderful being back here. The REP building is 
just astonishing and everyone is really kind.” 

The REP is getting into the charitable spirit during the

show by creating a joint fundraising partnership with 
Hearing Dogs for Deaf People. The city centre theatre will 
be raising funds during the run of their production of The 
Hundred and One Dalmatians. 

There are various fundraising activities planned during 
the run of the show, which will help to jointly fundraise 
towards Birmingham Repertory Theatre’s million pound 
campaign REP First and the work of Hearing Dogs for 
Deaf People. 

Twenty pence of every pound raised will go towards the 
work of Hearing Dogs for Deaf People, with the remainder 
going towards REP First initiatives, such as providing 
interpreters for the REP’s youth theatre in order for 
Deaf children and young people to take part, as well as 
allowing the theatre to stage more accessible productions 
for people with a variety of additional support needs.

Modern confectioners 
discover their sweet tooth 


I n a couple of weeks, most of us 
will probably be sick of the sight 
of food and drink, in particular 
sweet treats. 

But before we begin the annual 
season of overindulgence, the 
Sweetmakers are back on our 
screens to take us on a journey into 
the past. 

Following the success of their 
Tudor Treat, Victorian Treat and 
Georgian Treat shows on BBC Two 
earlier this year, the four modern 
confectioners will recreate and 
reinvent past Christmas treats. 

Award-winning chocolatiers Paul 
A Young and Diana Short, bespoke 
cake decorator and owner of Pretty 
Gorgeous Cake Company Cynthia 
Stroud, and sweet consultant and 
candy creator Andy Baxendale will 
use original recipes and equipment 
to whip up some of the bestsellers 
from yuletides of the past. 

From candy canes, sugar mice 
and fudge, to yule logs, chocolate 
coins and selection boxes, sweet 
treats have become an integral part 
of our festive celebrations. 


The quartet will discover how their 
predecessors helped come up with 
many of the culinary festive 
traditions that we enjoy today. 

Guided by food historian and 
writer Dr Annie Gray and social 
historian and broadcaster Emma 
Dabiri, the Sweetmakers start by 
uncovering the mystery of what a 
sugarplum is - and it has nothing to 
do with the fruit. 

They then decorate a series of 
exquisite Twelfth Cakes, which were 
the Georgian precursors of the 
Victorian Christmas Cake and date 
back to the medieval period. 

They were at the height of their 
popularity with the wealthy elite 
when John Mollard wrote his 
cookery book in 1803. 

Back then, it was the custom for 
each guest at a Twelfth Day get 
together to be assigned the role of a 
particular character by choosing a 
card at random from a pack and 
take on the identity for the whole 
night. 

The entertainment ended with the 
finale of cutting the elegantly iced 


cake, which was usually very large 
and decorated with two crowns for 
the king and queen and sugar paste 
or wax images of the other 
characters. 

As they move into the Victorian 
era, our confectioners encounter 
the massive gulf between rich and 
poor. They create treats for both, 
beginning with one of Queen 
Victoria’s favourites - Boar’s Head 
cake. 

Then they create jelly pistols and 
sugar mice which were accessible 
to everyone in the 1900s, even 
children with just a few pennies to 
spend. 

Finally, they’ll explore the wealth 
of chocolate novelties launched in 
the 1920s, including the 
predecessor of the modern 
Christmas favourite the Chocolate 
Orange.

Apple’ was made from 1926 before 
being outshone by the company’s

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The Eden Project is best known for its 
impressive biomes, recreating the rainforest 
and Mediterranean climates where delicate 
and exotic plants flourish in the depths of 
the rough, Cornish countryside. 

But a treat is in store for those visiting in December, 
as the Winter Festival continues. 

It’s the perfect time to visit the Eden Project in 
Bodelva and embrace the delights of the changing 
season. Surrounding the biomes, there are many 
spectacular autumn sights, from feathery gold and 
crimson leaves along the Land Train route to the 
stunning acers in the Japanese Swale Garden. 

Few of us have space for our own biome, but the 
outdoor gardens offer plenty of inspiration for even the 
most amateur gardener. 


BARREN 

In the Wild Cornwall area, there are quiet paths 
and natural borders which celebrate the wealth of the 
county’s landscapes, habitats and wildlife. It’s also a 
reminder of the site’s transformation from a barren, 
former clay pit to the ‘eighth wonder of the world’, now 
seen by millions of visitors since opening in March 
2001. 

Eden is home to nearly two million plants and more 
than 5,000 varieties of plants within its 30 acres and 
claims to be ‘a year-round horticultural extravaganza’. 
For our October visit, there was certainly plenty 
to wonder at as we explored the outdoor areas, 
accompanied by labrador Bonnie. 

Eden is dog-friendly apart from the biomes and 
certain indoor areas and we were thrilled to meet 
dozens of four-legged friends during the day. There are 
water bowls, doggie bins and shaded car park spaces 
available, making it easy to take your pet along too.

There is also a great deal to interest children and, 
being half term, there were hundreds of families, like us, 
enjoying a day out in the fresh air. With pasties and ice 
creams on offer, it was pretty much perfect. 

The most popular attraction for us was the ice rink 
which had just opened ready for the Winter Festival. 
Skating is on offer through to February 18 and a 
40-minute general session costs £7 for adults and £6 for 
children, including skate hire. 

While our two burned off some energy, we took turns 
to have another peek inside the biomes. Many of the 
other visitors were locals, it seemed - a special pass is 


available for residents of Cornwall and Devon - and so 
there really must be something new to discover each 
time. The views inside the structures are breathtaking 
with something different to admire from every angle. 

In the rainforest biome there are groups of tropical 
roulrouls (crested partridges) which go about their 
business oblivious to the droves of visitors. 

For the Christmas season, the biomes will feature 
festive plantings and host the dazzling Festival of Light 
and Sound on selected dates until December 30. 

From 5-8pm, the Mediterranean Biome will be 
transformed with beautifully choreographed music 


and dancing light projections. The show is included in 
normal admission fees. Meanwhile, in the Rainforest 
Biome there is a magical after-dark experience and the 
chance to catch a rare glimpse of the rainforest by night 
from the 50m high Lookout. 

Plus, there are craft workshops before the festivities 
kick off. Throughout the Winter Festival, there is an array 
of seasonal food in the cafes, plus plenty of Christmas 
shopping. Until December 24, visitors can see Father 
Christmas and his elves.

The BMW 3 Series has long been one of the top 
contenders for fleet drivers looking to pair badge 
appeal, practicality and a great drive. Those who 
traditionally defaulted to diesel might do well to give 
the 330e a chance - its low emissions result in a 
Benefit in Kind rating of just nine per cent. 

It’s a plug-in hybrid, which means that if you have the 
ability to charge the battery each night it could cost very 
little to run, especially if you don’t drive very far. 

Those already familiar with the 3 Series will feel at home 
in the 330e - the interior is almost identical to what you’ll 
find elsewhere in the range, apart from a couple of hybrid- 
specific buttons. 

However, that hybrid technology is of particular interest 
because it opens up a new engine choice that’ll be very 
tempting to business users and those who do a lot of 
mixed-length trips. 

Power comes from a 2.0-litre turbo petrol engine and an 
electric motor. At low speeds when you’re running on pure 
electric it’s a pleasant experience thanks to the peace and 
quiet, but the motor is punchy meaning you can dart into 
gaps and out of junctions with ease.

And once the engine kicks in not a lot changes. If 
you’re not listening out for it you’ll barely notice you’re 
no longer running on electric alone, and thanks to 
the fact the electric motor works in tandem with the 
engine performance is decent too. There’s 248bhp 
on tap meaning that, in theory, you get economy and 
performance in equal measure. 

However, it is rather reliant on you using it ‘properly’. 

In long distance driving we saw economy drop below 
40mpg, but on shorter journeys with a fully recharged 
battery it’s feasible to see twice that. 

Generally, eco-focussed hybrids are pretty dull to drive. 
But there are plenty of manufacturers who use the electric 
motor to offer high performance thrills. With the 330e, 
BMW manages to tread the line between both camps 
pretty well. 

With a fully charged battery working together with 
the 2.0-litre petrol engine, the 3 Series feels plenty fast 
enough and is more enjoyable to wring out than its diesel 
equivalents. It’s quite heavy on account of the batteries, 
but you can’t notice that out on the road. 

While many hybrids like to shout about their green 
credentials, the 330e goes for the subtle approach. The 
only way to tell from the outside is the ‘e’ badge on the 
rear, an e-drive badge behind the rear windows and the 
gate for the electric motor, which sits behind the near-side 
front wheel. 

That means you get the typical BMW sophistication 
while flying under the radar with your penny pinching. 

Inside, it’s standard BMW fare, which is by no means 
a bad thing. Our test car came with a blood red leather 
interior, which divided opinion but we loved. The 
dashboard is a quite simple design, and BMW hasn’t 
fallen into the trap of trying desperately to remove all 
buttons in the age of the touchscreen. It means the 
important dials remain and only lesser used items are 
relegated to the infotainment system. 

Because the cost of hybrid systems is quite high, it’s 
difficult for manufacturers to offer budget versions of their 
petrol-electric models. Therefore, the standard spec on 
the 330e is pretty lofty, with our car getting the M Sport 
treatment. 

As a result, our test model came with 18-inch alloy 
wheels, leather upholstery throughout and LED lighting 
front and rear. 

BMW has absolutely nailed the premium hybrid formula. 
With the 330e you get all that BMW refinement in an 
eco-friendly package. Add in the fact that it’s low-cost for 
business users and that it’s fantastic to drive and you’ve 
got a compelling buy. If you do regular, long motorway 
jaunts diesel might still be the better choice, but for mixed 
journeys the hybrid could be your new best friend. 
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Vauxhall's Grandland X 
is very well put together

The Grandland X is an important vehicle for 
Vauxhall, completing as its does the company’s 
crossover trio of SUVs which began with the 
mid-sized 4WD Mokka X, followed by the compact 
2WD Crossland X. 

You would be forgiven for thinking that the Daddy 
of the range was a robust 4x4 but, in fact, it comes 
in 2WD only with an optional electronic grip control 
which adapts the torque distribution for optimum 
traction, depending on which of the driving modes 
has been selected - normal, snow mud or sand. 

Similar in styling to the slightly smaller Mokka X, the 
Grandland X has a robust stance, with accentuated 
wheel arches and a wide front grille with a sill plate 
below plus slim LEDs front and rear. A high waist and 
chrome highlights add an aerodynamic appeal. 

Inside where there is space enough for five 
occupants, the driving position is elevated, the 
modern, well laid-out dash uncomplicated and the 
ambient lighting tastefully sufficient. 

At the rear there is 514 litres of easy-load boot 
space which ups to 1,652 litres with the rear seat 
backs dropped down. 

Engine choices are confined to two turbo units 
-a 1.2litre 130ps three-cylinder turbo petrol and a 
1.6litre 120ps four-cylinder turbo diesel. Both can

be combined with either a six-speed manual or 
six-speed automatic transmission. Selection will 
come down to personal preference, with the diesel 
returning an official average of 70.6mpg mpg and 
the petrol 54.4mpg on 17-inch wheels. More engine 
options will be added next year. 

On the road there are no real highs or lows. The 
ride is comfortable, the cabin quiet, the engines more 
than adequate, although the suspension is not as all 
absorbing as some of its rivals. 

The Grandland X, while not exciting to drive, is well 
put together with a very decent standard spec. It will 
deliver its occupants to their required destination 
in unruffled comfort but it is entering into a very 
tough SUV market place which has doubled in size 
during the past six or seven years. Its rivals are 
long-established, so Vauxhall will need to sharpen its 
automotive elbows if it is to make an impact with this 
model. 

But the newness of the Grandland X can also be 
considered a plus as many buyers like to drive the 
latest model and it is following in the tyre treads of the 
increasingly popular Mokka X. 

Its specification list includes all the driving aids of 
any self-respecting modern vehicle: automatic cruise 
control with pedestrian detection and automatic 
emergency braking, driver drowsiness alert, and 
advanced park assist plus the option of a heated 
steering wheel, heated front and rear seats and smart 
tailgate, that opens with a flick of the foot. 

All that, oh so vital, fingertip connectivity is also 
available through Vauxhall On Star, so you not 
only have automatic crash response alerting the 
emergency services should the airbags be deployed 
but can also book an hotel room, find a parking 
space and charge your smartphone wirelessly as well 
as access emails, phone messages, Google maps 
and the like thanks to the Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto integration. 

Prices start at £22,310 with LED daytime running 
lights, camera-based lane departure warning, road 
sign recognition, sat nav, eight-inch touch screen and 
air con all fitted as standard.

TALENTED swimmers from Walsall Synchro 
Club have their sights set on national suc¬ 
cess after making a big splash in Scotland.

Georgia Baker finished at the front of a competitive field 
in the solo under-12s competition. 

She was followed onto the top step of the podium by Eng¬ 
land youth team members Olivia Baker and Robyn Swat¬ 
man, who took the 13-15 years duet. 

Competitive 

Olivia Baker also took bronze in the 13-15 years solo 
event, while Georgia teamed up with Taliah Alves to win 
silver in the under-12s duet. 

“The team did brilliantly in Scotland and got some really 
good results,” said head coach Amy Baker. “It was particu¬ 
larly pleasing as the event attracts some of the biggest clubs 
in the country and the competition is fiercely competitive. 

“For Georgia Baker to win the under-12s solo was a huge 
achievement. She is a swimmer with great potential.” 

Walsall’s Scottish success followed a similarly strong 
showing in last month’s Midlands Championships, held at 
their home pool. Alves won gold in the under-12s figures 
competition, with Georgia Baker winning silver to com¬ 
plete a one-two for the hosts in that category. 


The duo then teamed up to win gold in the duets event, 
with team-mates Katie Lopez and Olivia Timms taking 
bronze, while Walsall achieved a clean sweep in the 13-15 
years figures with Swatman taking victory ahead of Olivia 
Baker and Hannah Birch. The latter combined with Olivia 
Baker to win gold in the 13-15 years duet. 

Walsall also won big in the team competitions, with vic¬ 
tories for the 13-15 years squad in the exercise and free cat¬ 
egories and the 15-18 years team in the combination event. 

The under-12s team won gold in the free competition 
while the Muppets squad, whose routine is choreographed 
to music from the TV show, claimed silver. 

Walsall Synchro Club were formed in 1972 and currently 
have close to 100 swimmers on their books. 

“The club has always been strong but we have seen a lot 
more people take an interest, particularly since the London 
Olympics,” said head coach Baker. 

“It’s got to the point where we don’t really advertise an¬ 
ymore. People come to me on an almost daily basis asking 
if their child can have a trial. 

“Many have a background in dance or gymnastics and 
want to give synchronised swimming a go. At the moment 
we have some really, really talented girls at the club. Both

squad at their age group and we are hopeful of getting a 
few more called-up should things go well at the nationals.” 

The success fuelled confidence ahead of the National 
Championships in Gloucester last weekend - and more 
medals followed. 

Georgia Baker and Taliah Alves collected a silver medal 
in the 12 and under duets, with Olivia Timms and Kate 
Lopes back in ninth. Robyn Swatman and Olivia Baker col¬ 
lected a bronze in the 13-15s duets. 

There was a silver medal in the 12 and unders teams. 
The 13-15 team finished fourth out of 17 entrants 

Individually, Georgia Baker finished sixth and Taliah 
Alves eighth in the under-12s figures, from 130 compet¬ 
itors, Olivia Baker and Robyn Swatman, both only 13, 
ended 11th and 13th respectively, from 178 in the 13-15s. 

In the solos, Georgia Baker narrowly missed out on third 
position in the under-13s, finishing just ahead of Talia 
Alves, Swatman and Olivia Baker finished eighth and ninth 
respectively. 

Georgia, Taliah, Olivia Baker and Robyn were selected 
to attend Phase 1 of England trials held in Bristol on Sat¬ 
urday.
